ING HUXLEY DEATH TO DIRECTOR-GENERAL AND TO MRS. HUXELY.

3. PARA ONE: "THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE U.S. NATIONAL 
COMMISSION FOR UNESCO NOTES WITH SADNESS THE DEATH ON 
FEBRUARY 14, 1975. AT THE AGE OF 87, OF SIR JULIAN HUXLEY, 

THE DISTINGUSIHED FIRST DIRECTOR-GENERAL OF UNESCO." 
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4. PARA TWO: "SIR JULIAN'S APPOINTMENT AS DIRECTOR- 
GENERAL OF UNESCO IN 1946 WAS MOST FORTUNATE FOR THE FUTURE 
DEVELOPMENT OF THIS FLEDGLING INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION IN 
THAT HE WAS IN MANY RESPECTS THE VERY EMBODIMENT OF UNESCO'S
